THE GALLAS. 


From Dr. Krapf’s “ Travels, Researches, and Missionary Labors, during 
an Lighteen Years Residence in Eastern Africa.” 


I have heard several very different accounts given of the origin of 
the Gallas, or, as IT would call them, the Ormas; but, whatever it may 
have been, it is certain that on their first appearance in Abessinia they 
were a very wild and warlike people, who, united under one head, 
might have conquered not only Abessinia, but the whole of Africa. 
After having occupied, however, the finest provinces of Abessinia, they 
began to make war upon each other, which checked their further pro- 
gress, and made it casy for the Abessinians to subjugate one tribe after 
another. With their horsemen, notwithstanding their numbers, the 
Gallas found it difficult to conquer the mountainous highlands of Abes- 
sinia. 

In general the Gallas have a manly appearance; are large and 
powerfully built, but with savage features, made stil! more savage-look- 
ing and fierce by their long hair, worn like a mane over the shoulders. 
They are principally of a dark-brown color, by which, no less than by 
intellectual capacity and teachableness, they are so advantageously dis- 
tinguished from all other East-Africans, that the Galla slaves, especially 
the young women, are much sought after by the slave-dealers, and in 
Arabia fetch from 100 to 150 dollars each. Their bodies, and long up- 
per garment, in form like the Roman toga, are besmeared awith a thick 
crust of butter, giving an unpleasant odor, which strangers scent from 
afar. The women wear a short gown of leather, fastened round their 
loins by a girdle, on the skirt of which a number of pieces of coral are 
hung by way of ornament. The more wealthy wéar also a large upper 
garment over this gown, which gives them the appearance of European 
women, The weapons of the Gallas are a spear, sword, and shield, anc 
they all ride on horseback; even the women gallop beside or behind 
their husbands; for among them it is considered degrading to go on 
foot. 

The Galla horses are very small, but beautiful in color, and ex- 
tremely swift, though horseshoes are unknown. The Gallas in the 
neighborhood of Abessinia are tillers of the soil as well as breeders of 
cattle, while their brethren under the Equator are merely pastoral, and 
lead a nomadic life. Those of the Equator, moreover, have no horses, 
and are altogether far behind the others, presenting the genuine type of 
the original Gallas, especially in their religious notions. Where the 
Gallas follow agriculture, the men plough, sow, and reap, while the 
women look after the oxen, cows, horses, sheep, and goats, and take 
care of the house and its concerns. Rye, wheat, barley, and Indian corn 
grow in such great abundance in the Galla countries, that for a dollar 
you may buy almost more barley or rye than a camel can manage to 
carry. The climate of most of these countries is remarkably beautiful 
and healthy; the average temperature being 56 deg. Fahrenheit, the 
highest 70 deg., and the lowest 46 deg. The Gallas occupy vast and 
noble plains, which are verdant almost all the year round, and afford 
nourishuneut to immense herds of cattle. Their houses or huts are round 
and cone-shaped, covered with roofs of grass and mostly enclosed by a 
low stone wall for security against sudden atiack. The villages or ham- 
lets are for the most part in groves or woods, on heights, or on the sides 
of mountains and rivers. The land is rich in springs and brooks, well 
supplied by the tropical rains which last for three months; besides 
which there is a second short rainy season. Wooded mountains and 
hills also abound, which serve for places of refuge to the inhabitants in 
time of war; and the tall juniper is among the most remarkable of the 
trees which adorn these forests. What a noble land would Ormania be 
if it were under the influence of Christianity and European culture ! 
What a pity that the course of our emigration is not directed to those 
regions! No doubt the time will come when the stream of Europein 
enterprise which now flows towards America and Australia shall be ex- 
hausted. Abessinia will then attain the cosmopolitan standing to whicl: 
it is entitled by its geographical position. 

Like most savage tribes the Gallas are great talkers, and for hours 
together they can make speeches, with an expression and play of ges- 
ture which are very amusing to a European. The language is very har- 
monious, an reminds one of Italian. On the whole, five chief dialects 
may be distinguished in Ormania, although the difference between them 
is not so great that the most southern Galla cannot pretty easily under- 
stand his most northern brother. 

The Gallas have priests, called Lubas, as distinguished from the Kal- 
ijas, who are their magicians, exorcists, and medicine-men. As in the 
case of most heathens, so with these people, a tree has an important 
place in their religious ceremonies. Under the shadow of the Woda, 


sacrifices and prayers are offered up; a higher spirit even is supposed to 
dwell within it, on which account the Woda is esteemed holy, and no | 
one dare fell or harm it without losing his life. 


Of the greatest sanctity 








is the tree Worka (Ficus syeamorus), Woda Nabi, by the river Hawash, 
where the Gallas every year offer up a great sacrifice, and pray to their 
highest deity, Waka, sacrificing oxen and sheep to him, and drinking 
plenty of beer and smoking tobacco. In their prayers, which have no 
fixed formula, they say, *O Wak, give us children, tobacco, corn, cows, 
oxen, and sheep. Preserve us from sickness, and help us to slay our 
enemies who make war upou us, the Sidama (Christians), and the Islama 
(Mohammedans.) O Wak, take us to thee, lead us into the garden, lead 
us not to Setani, and not into the fire.” On this occasion, the Lubas, or 
priests, augur, from the entrails of goats whether victory or defeat is to 
accompany the Gallas in the coming year. The Luba lets his hair float 
wildly, carries a bell in his hand, and a copper frontlet encircles his 
brows, when he performs this rite, which reminds one of that of the an- 
cient Romans. If the entrails are very red, the Gallas are to be con- 
quered by the Sidama. The Kalijas cast out spirits and devils from the 
sick, every malady being ascribed to an evil spirit. The number of evil 
spirits is eighty-eight, which are governed by two chiefs, each of whom 
has forty-three under his orders. An evil spirit is called Sar. The 
Kalija hangs dried entrails of the goat round his neck, carries a bell and 
a whip in his hand, offers a sacrifice to a serpent which is being fed in 
the house on milk, rubs grease on the sick man, smokes him with 
aromatic herbs, cries aloud with a horrible noise, gives him at the same 
time some smart strokes with the whip, and thus endeavors to cast out 
the evil spirit and to cure the patient. 

Like the Abessinians the Gallas live on meat and bread, and drink 
beer and mead as much as they choose, They do not eat fish nor fowls, 
considering the former to be of the serpent, and the latter of the vulture 
species. The serpent, as already mentioned, is considered sacred by the 
Gallas, and milk is set before it. The Gallas have honey in superabund- 
ance; and when the bees swarm, the people set up a shout to make 
them settle; and the interior of the hive is smeared with fragrant sub- 
stances that the bees may be enticed not to abandon it. 

Ifa Galla kills a man of his own tribe the man-slayer must pay a 
fine of one thousand oxen; if a woman is killed, the penalty is only fifty 
oxen, an ox being estimated at from one to two dollars. As respects 
the abode of the dead, the Gallas believe that Christians, Mohammedans, 
and Omas go to separate places in the lower world, where each is re- 
warded by Waka or punished by fire. They consider Waka to be an 
invisible and beautiful being. It is, however, difficult to discover the 
original religious notions of the Gallas, as in the neighborhood of Abes- 
sinia they have heard many Seriptural conceptions, so that a laborious 
inquirer like Dr. Beke is inclined to consider them degenerate Christians, 
atheory to which I cannot assent. Even the most degenerate of the 
Christians of Abessinia retain baptism and the Lord’s Supper, religious 
services in church and elsewhere, the Holy Scriptures, and many ordi- 
nanees and blessings founded on the Bible, all which are entirely want- 
ing to the Gallas. Dr. Beke bases his opinion on information received 
from a Guderu Galla, to the effect that the Gallas are acquainted with 
the Abessinian names of saints, etc.,and pay them great veneration; for 
instance, Maremma (Maria), Balawold (Jesus Christ), Sanbata (Sunday), 
Kedami (Saturday), Maddin (Saviour of the world), Selassie (the Trin- 
ity), Girgis (St. George), Dablos (the Devil), who torments the possess- 
ed, Sintan or Setani (Satan), who brings death, disease, and misfortune, 
ete., etc. The Virgin Mary they cal! Wakaiu, the Mother of God. It 
is certainly trne that the Gallas who live in the neighborhood of Abes- 
sinia are acquainted with these names, at least with some of them; bat 
it by no means follows that we are to consider the Gallas as Christians, 
even of the most degenerate kind. Among the southern or equatorial 
Gallas there is no trace of these names and ideas; at most, therefore, it 
can be only the Gallas bordering on Abessinia who deserve to be re- 
garded as degenerate Christians, and not the Gallas in general.

We have received a letter from the Chancellor of the Exchequer, in reply 
to a query addressed to him, in which, alter referring to the fact that notice 
of motion for the repeal of the customs duty on paper, books, ete., stands on 
the order books of the Ilouse of Commons, the Chancellor adds, that “ of 
course it will have to be altered if the paper duty does not expire after the 
15th of August.” This notification perhaps requires some explanation. How 
far the stoppage of the paper-duty repeal will affect the book import question 
we must leave to the authors of the present deadlock to — Books 
have hitherto been treated not as paper but as a manufactured article, sub- 
ject to a special duty on importation. Everybody supposed that the pro- 
posed repeal of this duty, which is scarcely productive, would be carried 
into effect; but there is a manifest inconvenience in so doing if the repeal of 
the excise duty on paper is abandoned ; for it would give a positive premium 
on the printing of English works abroad, where no excise duty on paper ex- 
ists. Even in that ease, however, the duty on the import of books must be 
brought to a level with the excise on paper, viz., three-halfpence and a frac- 
tion per pound. As to the repeal of the customs duty on paper, we are 
bound by thre terms of the French treaty, already aceepted by the House of 
Commons, and actually in operation, to reduce the customs duty to a level 
with our home excise; viz., from twopence halfpenny to three-halfpence 
per pound. This point has been a subject of fierce controversy: our paper- 
makers naturally desiring to maintain the exceptional tax upon the foreigner, 
which is virtually protective. But we are decidedly of opinion that there 
is no valid reason for maintaining a protective duty in this case; especially 
as it would be the English publishing trade and the readers of books and 
periodicals, and not the foreigner, who would have to pay for the protection. 

Apropos of this subject we have observed some erroneous statements re- 
cently put forth as to the comparative liberality of the English and American 
tariffs as regards the importation of fforeign books. The customs duty on 
books in the United States is 8 per cent., not 10 percent., on the invoice 
value. The English customs duty is levied on the weight, and is thirty shil- 
lings per hundredweight, which from our experience, practically averages 
from 15 to 20 per cent. on the value. It will be seen, therefore, that the 
American duty, so far from being more oppressive than ours, is really lighter 
by nearly one-half. 
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A committee has been formed in Dublin for erecting 2 memorial window 
to Mrs. Hemans in the chancel of the church of St. Anne, Dublin, where she 
was buried. The subscription list already published shows that the name of 
this once eminent Engiish authoress is not forgotten. 

Our Obituary of the fortnight unfortunately includes the name of Mr. 
Albert Smith, who, though he had for some time almost abandoned book- 
writing, will long be remembered by readers as one of the best of our light 
littérateurs. His genial happy temper, good sense, and unaffected manners 
won him the regard and respect of a very large number of friends and ac- 
quaintances. Mr. Albert Smith belonged to a new class of literary men, of 
whom we want but a few more examples to make their characteristics as 
fashicnable as the recklessness and improvidence which were once assumed 
to belong of necessity to their calling. His lecture and exhibition, which will 
be missed among the amusements of the metropolis, brought him, we believe, 
substantial profits, of which he made a wise but never a penurious use, _ Ilis 
contributions to Bentley—his Adventures of Mr. Ledbury, Fortunes of the 
Scattergood Family, etc., every reader knows. His Jast literary labor is said 
to have been his contributions to the Cornhill Magazine, but we must not 
forget his last book, entitled Wild Oats, we believe a collection of papers, 
about to be published by Messrs. Chapman and Hall. Mr. Smith died at 
forty-five-—Sir Fortunatus Dwarris, who died on the 20th instant at New- 
castle, was known as a literary man only to a very different class of readers, 
chiefly by his antiquarian and legal tracts. His work on the Construction 
of the Statutes, is valued by those who are competent to judge.

G. P. Purnam has got out the second volume of the National Edition of 
the complete works of Washington Irving. The first contained the papers 
entitled Salmagundi to which Irving contributed. The present volume con- 
tains Diedrich Knickerbocker’s “ History of New York.” This edition is to 
be issued in very handsome style, embellished with excellent and spirited il- 
lustrations, neatly printed on delicately tinted paper, manufactured expressly 
for the purpose, and substantially bound. As far as issued, the volumes jus- 
tify the promises of the publisher, and seem to fulfil every requirement of 
the public. 

Hi. F. Prager favors us with a small and useful book of which he is the 
author, entitled, “‘The Watch: its Construction, its Merits, aud Defects; 
How to Choose it, and How to Use it; to which is added a Short Essay on 
Cloeks, and How to Use them.” The author, who is a watchmaker of forty 
years’ experience, says: *‘ No one doubts that it requires a certain skill to 
make or mend a watch, yet many doubt that it requires certain knowledge 
to choose one, and when chosen, certain care to use it. Care will go a long 
way, but not all the way; to care must be added some knowledge to give 
the right direction to its exercise. My lengthened experience has taught me 
that numbers of valuable watches are often ruined by the want of care or 
skill in their use, and then the blame is laid at the door of the watchmaker, 
A man buys an expensive watch, and naturally expects it to perform well ; 
he misuses it, and it either stops altogether, or performs badly ; he exelaims, 
‘I have been duped in buying that watch.’ He takes it to a third party to 
set it to rights; that done, he again misuses it, or some unavoidable disar- 
rangement happens to it, he then declaims against all watches and watch- 
makers. Thus a watch which should be an article of use and ornament. to 
i's owner, is too often only a source of vexation and expense. Now I pro- 
pose partly to remedy this, not by attempting to make everyone his own 
watchmaker, but by imparting, in a familiar manner, such practical hints of 
the construction, and the use of a watch, as will enable them to use it prop- 
erly, and guard against some of the annoyances and expe: ses which, without 
such information, they are liable to incur, as well as prevent the watchmaker 
or repairer being frequently or erroneously blamed. The inexperienced in 
the trade will also find many suggestions which may be useful to them, for 
they must know that a good watchmaker is not always a good repairer ; for 
owing to the variety of different kinds of watches that pass through his 
hands, practice must be added to knowledge and skill, to properly repair a 
watch My life having been devoted to my profession, I have had neither 
the time nor opportunity to cultivate the graces of phraseology. The follow- 
ing is my first essay at authorship, and I ask for it the indulgence as to its 
literary merits, always so benignly extended to maiden efforts. I have en- 
deavored to put down what I had to say plainly and intelligibly, striving 
rather to state useful facts, in a manner to make myself clearly understood, 
than to manufacture a mass of nicely worded sentences, signifying nothing; 
for be it known ‘TI am a plain, blunt man, who only speak right on, and tell 
but that which I myself do know.’” 


D. Arpteton & Co. publish “ The Mount Vernon Papers,” by Hon. Edward 
Everett. This collection originally appeared in the columns of the New York 
Ledger, induced by the offer, on the part of its publisher, of a contribution of 
$10,000 to the Mount Vernon Association. Mr. Everett has covered a wide 
range of subjects, treated in a genial, gossiping style, and including much 
that is curious and worthy of preservation.

William Gibson, Professor of Christian 
Ethies in Queen’s College, Belfast, and Moderator of the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland; with an Introduction by Rev. Baron 
Stow, D. D.” The author says: *‘ In the month of November last | was so- 
licited, on the part of an eminent publishing firm in Boston, to draw up a 
narrative of the Ulster Revival forthe American Christian public.

E. C. & J. Bivpre & Co. publish “ The Elements of Practical Arithmetic, 
being an Explanation of the Fundamental Processes of Arithmetic, with their 
Application to Compound Numbers ; comprising Copious Exercises,’ by Wil- 
liam Vogdes, LL. D., Prof. of Mathematies in the Central High School of 
Philadelphia, and author of “ A Treatise on Meusuration and Practical Ge- 
ometry ;” and Samuel Alsop, author of “ First Lessons in Algebra,” ‘A Treatise 
on Algebra, for Colleges, High Schools, ete.,” “ A Treatise on Surveying,” 
ete. Of this littlke work the authors observe: “ This little volume, which 
comprises the elementary portion of the authors’ Treatise on Practical Arith- 
metic, is thus published separately from the more advanced portion of the 
work of which it forms a part, to subserve economy, it being a well-known 
fact that a large proportion of the Arithmeties used in schools are worn out 
in the hands of pupils who do not progress beyond Division of Compound 
Numbers. Each article of this volume corresponds with the article of the 
same number in the complete work, excepting that in the chapter on Money, 
Weights, and Measures, the greater part of the remarks coutained in the lat- 
ter work—which are intended for review-lessons for advanced scholars— 
are not comprised in this volume. Owing to these omissions, the paging of 
the two volumes from Chapter Eight is different. The arithmetical pro- 
cesses treated of in this volume are explained, and impressed on the mind of 
the pupil, by the following general plan, namely :—The process under con- 
sideration is first defined, and the meaning illustrated. Copious mental ex- 
ercises are then given, which are followed by explanations of the arithmet- 
ical terms, the signs, and the properties of numbers relating to the process. 
The written operation is then explained; and the pupil is familiarized with 
the mode of performing it, by a few simple exercises. These are followed by 
a rule, concisely expressed, and framed to correspond with the mode of per- 
forming the operation as previously explained; methods of proof are then 
given, with the reasons for them ; and, finally, copious exercises, gradually 
increasing in difficulty, are appended. The practical exercises are framed to 
correctly represent the common operationsof business in the United States ; and 
the article on Money, Weights, and Measures, which was prepared after careful 
investigation of the subject treated of, is believed to be in accordance with the 
present laws and usages of our country. The questions at the foot of the 
page are not designed to exhaust the subject ; but they are believed to be of 
a character to aid in the development of the reasoning powers of the scholar, 
and generally to require thorough knowledge of the subject to enable the 
scholar to auswer all of them correctly.” 

C. M. Saxroy, Barker & Co. publish the Young Farmer's Manual, de-crib- 
ing the Manipulations of the Farm in a Plain and Intelligible Manner, with
